Young alien agent Zack joins an archaeological dig in Mongolia to ensure that
there is no trouble from the dinosaur-like scientists from Vraj’s home planet
who are on a similar dig nearby.

Speck, Katie - Maybelle in the Soup
When Mr. and Mrs. Peabody invite a guest to dinner, Maybelle the cockroach,
who lives under their refrigerator, ignores the warnings of Henry the flea to be
sensible and ends up "splashing™ into a big adventure.

Sweet, Melissa - Balloons Over Broadway
Tony Sarg, a puppeteer since his childhood, became the inventor of the giant
balloons of the Macy’s Thanksgiving Day parade.

Van Draanen, Wendelin - Shredderman (series)
Nolan Byrd, tired of being called names by the class bully, has a secret identity
— Shredderman!

Vernon, Ursula - Dragonbreath, Ahoy (series)
Danny Dragonbreath and his friend Wendell get an up-close underwater tour of
the Sargasso Sea from Danny’s sea-serpent cousin, encountering giant squid
and mako sharks--and learn about standing up to bullies in the process.

White, E. B. - Charlotte’s Web
The classic story of friendship between a spider and a pig.

Wilder, Laura Ingalls - Little House in the Big Woods (series)
A year in the life of two young girls growing up on the Wisconsin frontier, as
they help their mother with the daily chores, enjoy their father’s stories and
singing, and share special occasions with relatives or neighbors.
